■ The world need is peace and 
food;.faith and fellowship, Dr. 
W. J. Gallagher, general secre- 
tary of the Canadian Council of 
Churches, told those attending 
(he Yearly Meetings of the Rel- 
igious Society of Friends in Can- 
ada at Pickering College over 
the weekend. 

Included in the meetings were 
the Canada Yearly Meeting (Five 
Year Meeting), Genesee Yearly 
Meeting (general conference), 
and the. Canada Yearly Meeting 

(Conservative). The meetings 
brought Friends from throughout 
Ontario, Saskatchewan, New 
York, London, Eng., and Phila- 
delphia. 

Saying that there must be 
peace or destruction, Dr. Galla- 
gher stressed the need for a 
common conviction about those 
things which are most worth- 
while. "One of our greatest 
difficulties is the lack of a com- 
mon faith," he said. 

The other great need is for 
food, he continued. "The Eng- 
lish are having a hard time but 
they are well off compared to 
those on the continent. In some 
^>arts of Europe the population 
shrinks by starvation until a 
level is reached where there is 
enough food to keep those left 
alive. In China, there are some 
areas where the means of trans- 
portation are so faulty that it is 
impossible to send food there) 
and the people just starve. 

"Suppose these people do 
starve?" he asked. "What does 
it matter to us? If we believe 
God made our fellow men and 
that Christ died for them, then 
it most certainly is our concern. 
We have come to the place where 
we must face the issue. We 
must recognize that our faith 
means that we must be concerned 
over the fate of our fellow men 
and do what we can to alleviate 
it." 

During the meeting, reports 
were heard on the progress "V^ 
relief work in Asiatic countries 
and in Europe. Special speakers 
gave evening lectures on the 
world situation.

irthday Recalls 

Of Early Family Here 



Peter Trivilt, Park Ave., New- 

■ 

market, celebrated his 86th 

birthday June 11. He is thc only 

surviving son of Timothy Trivitt, 

having outlived his eight broth- 
ers. 

Timothy Triyitt and family 
came to Aurora from Horn- 
castle, Devonshire, England, in 
1857 after taking six weeks to 
complete- the journey by sailing 
vessel and stage coach. The 
family moved on to Vandorf 
where Timothy Trivitt started a 
blacksmith shop beside the Har- 
ris ond Venostrlon log yard. 
From there, he moved to Ballan- 
trae. At that time, thc two 
hotels wero owned by LIdge 
Miller and Samuel Barr. 

Tho family moved to Vivian 



and then to the fifth concession 
of Whitchurch where Timothy 
Trivitt operated a saw mill until 
coming to Newmarket in 1876. 
Timothy and seven of his sons 
entered the Cain factory the year 
after it opened. All the Trivitt 
boys belonged to the Newmarket 
fire brigade. At that time, all 
the firemen had were hand 
pumps. 

After working in the factory, 
Peter Trivitt was sworn in as a 
police constable by Chief An- 
derson. An older brother, 
George, was also oh the force at 
that time. 

Peter was appointed bailiff of 
the fourth division court of the 
county of York In October, 1918, 
from which position he retired 
in 1943 after 25 years of service. 
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ATOM BLASTS 
OLD HOPES . 









Eleven months ago, the first atomic bomb was 
dropped on Japan. While the mushroom-shaped 
cloud still hovered over the ruined city, the 
world recognized that a new and terrible factor, 
control of atomic fission, had made in a space of 
a few seconds the old conceptions of international 
security a dream of the past. Recognizable by 
all was the urgent need of international trustee- 
ship of the bomb. 

As the months passed, memory of the atom 
blast .faded and with it, the urgency of need for 
agreement among nations. The Bikini 
experiment, Operation Crossroads, has recalled 
the need for international harmony. More 
important, it has underscored the inadequacy of 
a civilization unable to solve Jhe question on 
which its existence rests- 
Man's brief history on this planet has been 
dedicated to destruction followed by spasms of 
progress. Each time the wheel swung around, 
the destruction was more complete, the progress 
more advanced. It could not last forever. The 
use of atomic fission has made it impossible to 
contemplate another turn of the wheel. The next 
war will be final. Yet for all our intelligence, 
we have not learned how to prevent it. 

The threat of atomic destruction is not enough 
to provide a lasting peace. Atomic destruction 
has only made final the results of another war. 
Security rests with the willingness of all nations 
to forswear gain. for themselves in favor of peace 
for the world. There is no indication of such 
intentions so far. 

Instead, the nations of the world have divided 

into two camps, Russia and satellites, and the 

(.•democracies. The division would not be hope- 

^TjE^'VYere. it not for the two interpretations it 

?:•%&' imposed upon the functions of the United 

Nations organization. Ru*ssia sees the U.N.O. as 

a means to the eventual consolidation of a 

communistic Europe. For the democracies, 

U.N.O. has been the only means to a lasting 

peace. There can be no meeting ground for 

such opposing interests. 

Apologists for Russia argue that Russia acts 
only in the interests of self protection. To the 
two decades of distrust and covert action has 
been added the threat of the atomic bomb. It 
is only reasonable, the apologists say, that 
Russia should take every means to strengthen 
herself. The apologists forget that Russia's 
"strengthening" does not- lessen distrust nor 
weaken the threat of the atomic bomb. It pro- 
duces the opposite. 

We are hearing now of the late President 
Roosevelt's "great design", a gamble in which 
the president risked concessions by the dem- 
ocracies to Russia to lay suspicion of the dem- 
ocracies' intentions. It was a gamble which 
failed. Russia took the concessions and is de- 
manding more white the democracies have 
suffered irreparable damage in prestige among 
European democrats. 

The failure of the great design has left only 
one course open— a strict adherence to the 
principles of democracy as embodied in the 
Atlantic Charter". The democracies must no 
longer retreat from Russian demands as a 
means to exact a compromise. There must be 
an end to appeasement. A militant policy of 
propaganding the principles for , which the 
democracies fought must replace the attitude of 
compromise that has prevailed. 

Only when the clauses of the •Atlantic' 
Charter arc recognized as (he one abiding aim 
of all nations can there he the unity of purpose 
from which will come a lasting peace. This 
can never be while the U.N.O. is used for 
• national advantage to the world's disadvantage 
. and the Atlantic Charter is brushed aside. 
Until there is unanimity among the great 
powers, the secret of the atomic bomb must 
remain in the possession of the few. 



PRICE CONTROL 
OFF IN U.S.A. 

The authority under which the office of price 
administration, the United States counterpart of 
the. wartime prices and trade board, operated 
came to an end at midnight Sunday. On Monday, 
the radio carried reports of immediate increases 
in' the price of food— a ten percent increase in 
the price of meat, a two-cent per quart increase 
in milk, a one-cent per pound increase in butter. 

These increases come on top of a cost of living 
already considerably higher than in Canada. 
They come despite the pleas of President Harry 
S. Truman, business leaders and industrialists to 
voluntarily hold the line against price increases 
until new legislation is passed. V/hal is happen- 
ing in the United States is sufficient answer for 
those in Canada who say price control must go. 
In another respect, however, the price increases 
in the United States v/ill have a serious effect 
.on Canadian economy. Canadian trade and busi- 
ness is too closely knit with that of the United 
States not to be effected. Price increases in the 
United States will mean increases in Canada. 
Despite the complexities of international trade 
and business, the influence of rising prices in 
<thc United States Will not be slow in being felt 
here. 

Only a few days before, a budget was brought 
down in the House of Commons, a budget with 
a fixed purpose of holding the line against rising 
prices. Tax reductions were promised but 'not 
until 1947. Excess profits taxation v/as reduced 
but not abolished. A new bond Issue will be 
floated in the fall. All these measures and others 



like them are the government's reply tb; the 
threat of inflation. ' >.;;-' _:•■■. *■*:* 

Yet to some degree, they are nullified by In- 
flationary tendencies in the United States. At 
the best, the budget measures can only serve «as 
a buffer between the reaction from- increased 
prices in the United States and Canadian econ- 
omy. It is most unfortunate that Canada and 
the United States, which together shared in* war 
measures and in limited financial measures, are 
unable to share in the stabilization of North 
American economy. 

Just as the past war has taught the' futility of 
boundaries to halt invasion, so it would seem 
that we must learn that boundaries alone are 
equally futile in preserving a sound economy. 

HARSHER PENALTIES 
FOR DRINKING DRIVERS 

* 

"I had been drinking but I wasn't drunk." 
How often those words are heard from the wit- 
ness stand as an automobile driver, accused of 
careless or dangerous driving, attempts to justify 
evidence that his breath smelled of liquor or that 
he was unsteady on his feet, or even that he was 
unfit to drive because of the liquor he had con- 
sumed. 

The man who has been drinking is the last 
one in the. world to be able to testify whether 
or not he was drunk at a given moment. It is 
a foolish assumption that a man who has been 
drinking .in any quantity at all is able to judge 
whether or not he is unfit to drive an automo- 
bile. Liquor has a deadening effect on man's 
judgment, equally applicable to deciding whether 
or not he is fit to drive. 

Yet time and time again those words "I had 

had a couple* of glasses of beer earlier in the 

evening but I wasn't drunk," or "I had been 
drinking but not enough to prevent me from 
driving" are uttered by drivers who have been 
brought into 'court as a reasonable answer to 
testimony that they were unfit to drive. 

Will automobile drivers never learn that liq- 
uor, no matter- how small the amount, and gaso- 
line do not mix? Medical evidence of the effect 
of liquor in slowing muscular reactions and im- 
pairing judgment has been published so frequent- 
ly that it can not have escaped the notice of 
motorists. Yet few are the traffic cases heard in 
court where there has been no evidence of drink- 
ing by the offenders. 

The driver who drinks not only endangers his 
own life, but worse, puts in jeopardy all he may 
meet along the road. Nothing on this earth can 
justify the action of a motorist who knowingly 
threatens the lives arid happiness of other 
travellers. The law is strict in regard to those 
convicted of drunken driving, but the number 
of times liquor enters into the evidence on traffic 
accidents is increasing. Appeals to the individ- 
ual's good judgment seem to be wasted. The 
only alternative is still harsher penalties.

It was rather an anti-climax to learn that tjie 
roaring noise heard on the radio Sunday was as 
much static as it was the sound of the atomic 
bomb explosion. Radio reporters on the scene 
warned that the explosion would be heard, and 
because of its expected magnitude, listeners 
waited for a combination of the trump of doom 
and a blockbuster. When the explosion did 
come, it was scarcely discernible from the inter- 
ference by atmospheric conditions. Despite the 
blurred reception that attended the reports, 
clearly evident to the listeners was the tension of 
the men at the scene as they waited the atomic 
bomb test.

SUBSIDIES COME 
FROM TAXES 

<Tlmes Review, Fort Erie) 

* There are few things which Canadian citizens 
like less than having to pay more for goods, and 
especially for essential goods, so it is not surpris- 
ing that there was excitement over the news 
that milk might cost two cents more a quart, as 
the result of the government's stopping a subsidy 

on milk. 

As a matter of fact, in the United States, milk 
is far more expensive than it is even now in 
Canada, and the country still seems to be getting 
along without starvation. f 

However, there is another point worth remem- 
bering, .and it is that subsidies do not happen. 
They get paid by governments which collect 
them back in taxation. Mayor Saunders of Tor- 
onto cries that taxpayers in that city will pay 
$2'/& million more, for milk, but the fact is that 
Toronto taxpayers v/ill pay less for milk as a 
body. 

The city of Toronto pays more than one- 
eighth of the total, taxation collected by the 
dominion government, so the taxpayers of Tor- 
onto pay more than $2% million out of the $20 
million collected in taxes and then spent for 
milk subsidy. ' • ' 

If ?»fayor Saunders meant to say that the citi- 
zens of Toronto, as consumers of milk, would pay 
more, he should have said so. He v/as wrong in 
saying that the taxpayers v/ould be out of pocket. 

Subsidies come out of taxes. The same com- 
munity pays taxes which receives the subsidies. 
This is worth remembering whenever this ques- 
tion of subsidies comes up.

The long-awaited Ilsley bud- 
get was presented to the House 
last Thursday. Galleries were 
filled to capacity and most of the 
members were in their places to 
hear the important pronounce- 
ment. Mr. Ilsley took two hours 
and 15 minutes to present the 
budget, something of a record, I 
believe. The long explanation 
regarding dorninion-provincial 
relations took a . considerable 
part of the finance minister's 
time. The budget was a cold, 
matter-of-fact presentation of 
our financial position and econ- 
omic condition. That it could be 
bright and cheery after the tre- 
mendous load we carried in the 
past few years would be too 
mucl> to expect. There was little 

in it to Inspire great enthusiasm 

and applause, even from govern- 
ment benches, was seldom heard. 
It was encouraging that the 
deficit was reduced so substan- 
tially from last year, but those 
who hoped for larger tax reduc- 
tions were disappointed. The 
budget is a forceful reminder to 

the Canadian people that ■ we 
have emerged from the most de- 
vastating war in history and 
while we have achieved victory 
on the field of battle we must 
continue to fight with sacrifice 
and determination against other 
dangers which threaten us. 

Our assumption of obligations 
in the remaking of the world, 
and our obligations to those who 
fought for us, are important fac- 
tors in the budget. War was 
costly and produced only de- 
struction; rehabilitation is costly 
but will produce good citizens of 
our land and, in some measure, 
repay the debt we owe to those 
who left home and loved ones 
to endure hardships and face 
death to protect our way-of-Iife. 

The finance minister is making 
another effort to bring about a 
dominion-provincial agreement 
and in the budget, makes a 
series of proposals to the prov- 
inces. If ever we are going to 
get anywhere, we must face up 
to our national problems as Can- 
adians, not as citizens of the 
Maritimes, Quebec, Ontario, or 
the'west. I most earnestly hope 
that these last proposals will re- 
sult in some amicable agreement 
between the provinces and the 
federal go% , ernment. 

The budget contained a clause 
allowing farmers and fishermen 
to pay taxes on a three-year 
average rather than on a single 
year's operations. It was unfair 
that a farmer or fisherman, so 

dependent on nature for success, 
should be taxed on, say, a $5,000 
income this year, if last year he 
actually lost $3,000. The fair- 
ness of this proposal, which has 
been long discussed here, will, 
I think, B receive very general 
applause. 

While the step up in exemp- 
tion figures was not as great as 
hoped for, it should be kept in 
mind that our figure here is 
higher than in the United States, 
Britain or. New Zealand. We 
quote the remarks of the mini- 
ster of finance as they relate to 
.personal income tax: 

"The exemption limits under 
the present tax are $660 for sin- 
gle persons and, in effect, $1,200 
for married persons. As a major 
part of the present revision, we 
are proposing that the exemp- 
tions be raised to $750 for single 
persons and $1,500 for married 
persons without dependents. This 
measure, taken in conjunction 
with the proposal I shall make 
in a moment regarding allow- 
ances for dependents, will re- 
move entirely from the income 
tax roll between 550,000 ' and 
000,000 taxpayers, or about one- 
quarter of the present number. 
The proposed exemptions will be 
in the form of deductions from 
income in the manner of the 
pre-war exemptions and the 
$1,500 deduction v/ill replace the 
combined income deduction of' 
$660 and the tax credit of $150 
granted the married man under 
the prcsen{ law. 

"I am aware of suggestions, 
made by persons who may not 
bo familiar with all the facts, 
that the exemption limits be 
raised to $1,000 for single per- 
sons and $2,000 for married, or 
even to $1,^00 and $2,400. We 
have carefully examined these 
and other suggestions and have 
come to. the conclusion that ex- 
emptions of $^50 and $1,500 are 
as high ns can be reasonably 
proposed, under present circum- 
stances. 

"In the first place, we must 
still raise very, large amounts of 
revenue. Even if no tax reduc- 
tions were made, our revenues 
v/ili fall considerably short of 
our expenditures and far short 
of. our total financial require- 
ments for the current year. 
Moreover, as I have outlined, 
there Is already a great excess 
of purchasing power and we 
must not add unnecessarily to it. 
In addition to these immediate 
considerations, v/e must bear in 
mind that the government and 
parliament face a post-war per- 
iod in which events are likely to 
move swiftly and in respect of 
which v/e have accepted a large 
measure of responsibility for 
maintaining high employment. 
Under the circumstances, we 
cannot afford to reduce our rev- 
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enues too drastically. 

Secondly, we are all, I believe, 
agreed that the income tax is 
the fairest and best tax on which 
to rely for the bulk of our rev- 
enue. More than any other, it 
takes ability to pay properly in- 
to account. We must, I consider, 
rely upon it as heavily as we 
can, subject to the limits im- 
posed by its effects on incentive 
and efficiency. This applies as 
well in the lower brackets as in 
the higher. We cannot secure 
proper equity and fair treatment 
if the exemptions from income 
tax are so high as to exclude 
most of those receiving incomes. 
It is just as important to be fair 
in the distribution of taxation 
between persons earning $1,500 
and $2,400 a year, respectively, 
as it is between these persons 
and those earning $5,000 or 
$10,000 a year. I have said that 
we cannot afford to reduce our 
revenues beyond reasonable fig- 
ures. In these circumstances, if 
we raised unreasonably the ex- 
emptions for the income tax, or 
lowered the rates of income tax 

too drastically, we would only 
make it necessary to impose 
other less equitable, .even regres- 
sive, forms of taxes. 

"Comparisons of our proposed 
exemptions with those of other 
countries ■ indicates clearly, I 
believe, that the figures now 
proposed are as high as Canada 
can reasonably go. The sug- 
gested exemption of $750 for the 
single person compares with one 
of $700 in Australia and New 
Zealand, of $500 in the United 
States, and of $490 in Br^ain. 
Similarly, the proposed exemp- 
tions of $1,500 for a married per- 
son compares with $1,077 in New 
Zealand, $1,000 in the United 
States, $931 in Australia, and 
$800 in Britain. In addition, 
Britain, Australia and New Zea- 
land have substantial social 
security taxes which apply at 
much lower levels than the ex- 
emptions I have given for in- 
come tax alone." - 

Canada's Family Allowance 
Act has now been in force for 
one year and parliament has 
been interested in reviewing the 
results of trjis social legislation. 
The opinion is freely expressed 
here" that the plan has resulted 
in great good to the children of 
Canada. There have been iso- 
lated cases of abuses, but these 
have been investigated and are 
Very few indeed in comparison 
with the number benefitted. In 
May, of this year, payments 
were made to 1,420,233 families 
in respect to 3.330.763 children. 
The average allowance per fam- 
ily was $14.04 per month, and 
the average per child was $5.98 
per month. 

In regard to size of families, 
81 percent had three or fewer 
children. Check-up and verifi- 
cation of the original registra- 
tion has revealed a very small 
number of cases of fraud. As a 
matter of fact, in all Canada 
there have been but two prose- 
cutions, which is, as the minister 
remarked, a great tribute to the 
honesty of the people of Canada. 
Postage on cheques sent to fam- 
ilies m the year amounted to 
$036,000. It is interesting to 
note that since family allow- 
ances were- introduced in Can- 
ada m 1945, a bill has been 
passed in the British House of 
Commons providing for family 
allowances to come into effect 
in August of this year. By then 
we shall have family allowances 
in operation in New Zealand 
since 1926, in Australia from 
1941, in Canada from 1045, and 
in Britain from 1946. 

Something of n record was 
established in the Commons 
when a woman appeared 'on the 
floor of the house as an expert 
consultant diying consideration 
of health department estimates. 
It Is customary for ministers to 
be flanked by departmental 
chiefs while they are guiding 
their estimates through the 
house. This week, Miss Olive 
Waters, administrative chief of 
the health department, attired in 
a smart black gown and hatlcss 
with an upswept hair-do, took 
her place behind n pile of files 
and at the side bf Health Mini- 
ster Claxton. 

This week, we had the privi- 
lege of meeting Anthony Eden 
and members of the British 
Parliamentary delegation. Along 
with them we inspected the dom- 
inion experimental farm and 
afterwards, attended a reception 
given in their honor by the 
British High Commissioner. It 
was educational And refreshing 
to get first hand the views of 
these British members of par- 
liament. They feel keenly the 
difficult responsibilities which 
rest on their shoulders, and are 
highly appreciative of Canada's 
war effort and our post-war con- 
tribution of food and financial 
assistance. 

A number of Indians from 
western Canada, many of them 
in full Indian costume, feathers 
and all, and beating tom-toms, 
added color to the parliamentary 
scene this week. They were 
here making a forceful pica for 
a new deal for the Indians in 
Canada. Their problems are

BY-LAW NUMBER 1087 



A BY-LAW TO PROVIDE FOR 
REGULATING AND LICENS- 
ING THEATRES, MUSIC 
HALLS, BOWLING ALLEYS, 
MOVING PICTURE SHOWS, 
PUBLIC HALLS, AND ALL 
PLACES OF AMUSEMENT 
WITHIN THE TOWNSHIP OF 
NORTH GWILLIMBURY. 

Whereas by the provisions of 
the Municipal Act, R.S.O. 1937, 
Chapter 266, Section 439, Sub- 
section 2, the Municipal Council 
of a Township is authorized to 
pass . By-laws regulating and 
licensing theatres, music halls, 
bowling alleys, moving picture 
shows, public 'halls, and all 
places of amusement. 

Now therefore the Municipal 
Council of the Corporation of 
the Township of North Gwillim- 
bury enacts as follows:" 

1. No person shall within the 
limits of the Corporation of the 
Township of North Gwillimbury, 
own, keep or operate a theatre, 
music hall, bowling alley, mov- 
ing picture show, public hall or 
any place of amusement unless 
and until he shall procure a 
license so to do and every per- 
son so licensed shall be subject 
to the provisions of this By-law. 

2. The fee for such license 
shall be the sum of Five Dollars 
each year. * 

Application for License 

3. Before a license respecting 
any of the premises referred to 
in Section 1 hereof is granted 
the Clerk shall ascertain if the 
applicant thereof is of- good 
character and if he is satisfied as 
to his character and the other 
provisions of this By-law are 
complied with a license may be 
issued in the name of the Coun- 
cil by the Clerk of the Town- 
ship; but if he ascertains (hat the 
applicant's character is not good 
no such lie* ose shall be granted 
except upon the order of this 
Council, after due consideration 
of the application and of a report 
from the Township Constable 
thereon and any representation 
the applicant may desire to 
make concerning the same. 

4. AH applications for licenses 
or renewals thereof shall be in 
the form prescribed from time 
to time by the Council and the 
Local Board of Health, and such 
application shall be signed by 
the Medical Health Officer of 
the Municipality. 

5. Every license issued under 
this By-law shall be made out 
in duplicate and one copy shall 
be delivered to the licensee. 
Every license shall bear the 
name of the Clerk of the Town- 
ship, which may be printed, 
lithographed or written. 

6. Every person on obtaining a 
license under this By-law where 
the same applies to premises 
shall keep his license posted up 
in some conspicuous place on 
the premises in respect to which 
the license Is issued.
